in Rule that is miwle for the obvious 
jmrfxise of mlvancing a runner occupy- 
ing a base, whicli results in putiing out 
tiie batsman or would so result if han- 
dled without error." 

Tho creation of the above new rule 
neci'ssitated the renumboring of the 
playing rules, other rule. No. Ix"- 
coniing .Sit, and so on up to Rule 0>^<, 
which will ))e known as Rule 09, and all 
references to rule nural>ers in the re- 
vision apply to the new ntmibers. 

The new sections, Nos. 4 and 5, were 
added to Rule 41 as follows:

It reads: *'Th6 batsman is 
out if, while attempting a third strike, 
the ball touches any part of the bats- 
man's person, in which event baserun- 
ners occupying bases shall return as 
provided In Section .5, Rule 47." 

A new section. No. 0, was added to 
Rule 43. It reads as follows: *'Ifbo 
hito a fly ball that can be handled by an 
infleldar while first hasa is oocupied 
with osJy one out." 

Section 4 of Rule 44 is changed to 
read: "If while he be a batsman, with- 
ont making anattempt to Htrike,,hi8 per- 
son, excepting hands or forearm, which 
makes it a dead ball, or clothing be hit 
by a ball from the pitoher, unless— iu 
the opinion of the umpire— he intention- 
ally permits himself to be so hit." 

The last change adopted was the «d> 
dition of a new section, No. 0, to Rule 
47. which reads: "If while attempting 
a strike, the ball touches any part cc the 
batsman's person." 

It will be aeon that the new section 
No 9, to JUil«-4«. does away vith the

A 
shell exploded in her boilerroom and set 
fire to her powder mag^ne, which also 
blew up and sank her. Her entire crew 
perished, and adjacent vessels were in- 
jured by flying splinters.

BRAKE CHAIN BROKE. 

A Motor DMiiee Down a Hill. liiJiiriiiK

William H. Kennedy, residing at 465 
Westf urd street, this city, says he saw a 
comet last Sunday night. 

Walking on Middlesex street near 
Brancli, his attention was attracted to a 
luminous objei t in tlio sky' to the north- 
ward. The sky was clear, and the moon 
was shining in the snutiieast. When be 
first saw the comet, as he supposes, it 
appeared to be the aize of afnll moon, as 
bright as an eltotrio light and sorronnd- 
ed by a halo. 

The ol)je< t moved blowly acro-is the 
sky to the south, diuiinishing in bright- 
ness, until, attaining a reddish hue and 
the sise of an orange, it disappeared.

DWARMAMINT OF fUROPt. 

nere Is Now a Ntrona Be'etionary Hnn\l 
mmat Agalnat th« War Spirit. \ 

It has long been the univenal convi^ 
tion of Bnrope that disarmament is onljt 
possible as the reaolt of an exhausting 

general war, and that it is impossible to 
postpone that war after the limit of pre- 
paratory reHoiircPS has been reached. 
There is a widespread feeling that cer- 
tain nations are already beginning to 
pay the penalties of overtraining vrhile 
oti^ers hare attained their miudmum 
fighting power. This is the real explana- 
tion of the prevalent war scare. It is 
not surprising, theref(jre, that the jmls- 
sibility f)f a peaceful attainment of tho 
desired object is earnestly considered, 

Newspapers reflect tUa spirit from 
various continental eapltals. The Times 
quotes an unnamed foreign statesman 
08 authority for a proposed project lor 
partial relief from the pcesent dtdatftm. 
Ue says: 

"It is sought to remedy the present 
state of things not by disarmament, but 
in a way offering the advantages of dis- 
armament and withont aflsoting the 

principles on which armaments are be- 
ing increased. 

"Universal military service now ex- 
ists in military countries and cannot be 
meddled with. The average length of 
active service is three years. Now it 
has been proved that a single year is am- 
ple for drilling oonaeripts and teaching 
them how to handle arms. The other 
two years are devoted to movements 
and luarriies. or. in f)ther words, to what 
is called .seasoning the men. Many good 
judges hold that the training which 
makes old soldiers is acquired only by 
Ave or seven years* service, and that in 
time of peace three years' service has 
not such superiority over one year as to 
justify triple the expense. 

"The only moans which I can see of 
putting an end to the senseless outlay is 
to make a 12 months' service obligatory 
on alL If anybody ahould propose a 
universal ssrvio* ot ftv* cr seven years, 
ho would be thought mad. Universal 
service hiin l»_'t n conisiderod ( oinpatible 
with a retluctiou of seven or live years to 
three, thus materially lessening the ex- 
pense. After years of experience it is 
now seen that three years are also Inoom* 
patible with universal service. 

"Nothing, therefore, is more logical, 
humane or coiil'orui.'iblc with economic 
e:<:it;enriej than to reduce by two-thirds 
til' 1 iiir'e im vvhicli are getting int(jlera- 
bie, and from which before long the only 
way of escape will be by utilidng the 
en^es of destmction so that war will 
have to be made for its own sake, and it 
will be better to perish in action than a 
peace." 

This is the most significant utteranc« 
thus ftur evoked in the reaction against 
the war spirit which for the moment 

is checking tke monotonous storm of 
gloomy foreboding.— London Cor. New 
York Sun. 

MANCHESTE R VERSUS LIVSRPOOU 

Bitter Jealoualea Amused by the Succeac- 
fol Oparatlon of the Ship Canak 

A great meeting of merchants, traders 
and manufacturers will shortly be held 
at Manchester for the purpose of form 

ally starting a boycott aKain.st Liverpool 
shipowners, who are accused of organ 
ized efforts to hinder and delay the suc- 
cessful worlcing of the ship canal, The 
bitter feeling is growing in both dtiee, 
andaldndof Kilkenny oat war appears 
Imminent. Manchester is certain to win 
because economic laws are in itn favor 
and because Liverpool is nervous and 
frightened before the fight has aetnally 
commenced. 

The Mersey dock and harbor board is 
being loudly accused of incompetency, 
and the Liverpool Land and House Own- 
ers' as.^iH iatiiiii is rlaiiiiiiig tho right to 
place a nominee ou the board in order to 
help save the city from threatened ruin. 
Liverpool is certainly having m run of 
bad luck just now apart from the canal 
trouble. Fighting in Afdca and the 
French and German competition are 
playing havf>c with tho once very profit- 
able west African trade. Southampton 
is undeniably cutting into the businesu 
that once belonged exclusively to the 
Mersey port, and now the great Lanca- 
shire export cotton trade to Japui is se- 
riously threatened by the reduction of 
cotton freights from India to .lapan from 
17 to i; rnpees per ton. This means that 
it costs tlio Liiiicajshire manufacturer 
more than 12 times as much to send his 
goods to Japan as it costs rival makers 
in India.— Manchester Letter.
